nesty and universal suffrage. The com- 
mittee have issued a call for a Convention 
to meet at Little Rock on the 13th of Octo- 
ber in order to perfect an organization and 
prepare for vigorous work. The call in- 
vites all true Republicans of “all colors, 
races and nationalities,” and expresses the 
bope that “the solid, substantial, patriotic, 
and conservative elements of the State 
may have themselves largely represented,” 
and take part in the effort to “rescue the 
country trom threatened and impending 
rum We certainly would not, as a citi- 
zen of Kentucky, go into such a Conven- 
tion im this State as the Arkansas Con- 
servatives are to hold at Little Rock, but 
they are probably doing the best that cir- 
cumstances allow, and they have our 
warmest wishes for their success.
